Attached hereto please find documents considered relevent to 
the subject application along with a PTO FOrm 14 49 listing the 
same. 

Bremner teach a method and apparatus for relining a sewer 
pipe which includes the step of inserting a plastic liner into 
the existing pipe. Thus., Bremner does not teach or suggest' a 
prelubricated innerduct having an inner layer of lubricous 
material. 

Bacehowski et al teaches a flexible coextruded tube having 
an outer portion of PVC including a minor amount of silicone oil 
and having an inner portion free of silicone oil. Thus, 
Bacehowski does not teach or suggest the provision of a 
prelubricated innerduct having an inner layer formed from a 
plastic pregnated with a lubricus material. 

Oestreich teach a conductor for optical cables wherein the 
protective casing for each of the transmission elements or fiber 
optic cables comprises a double-layer including an inner layer of 
polystyrene and an outer layer of polyamide or similar material. 
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Thus, Oestreich does not teach or suggest providing a 
prelubricated innerduct of the type disclosed and claimed in the 
present applciation. 

Conti et al teaches a method for installing cable using an 
innerduct wherein the innerduct includes longitudinally extending 
ribs on the interior surface and exterior surface of the tube. 
As is apparent, then, Conti does not teach or suggest providing 
an innerduct having an inner layer and an outer layer, the inner 
layer being impregnated with a lubricus material, much less 
providing a double layer tube with longitudinally extending ribs. 

We respectfully request that these documents be considered 
and official cited in the subject application in accordance with
